Assad calls Egyptian 
leader ‘a good man’ 


KUWAIT (Reuter). — President 
Hosni Mubarak marked Egypt's 
symbolic return to the Arab fold 
yesterday, arriving early for his first 
Islamic summit since his country was 
ostracized for making peace with 
Israel. 

Egypt was suspended from the 
46-member Islamic Conference 
Organization (ICO) in 1979 when 
President Anwar Sadat signed a 
U.S.-brokered peace treaty with 
Israel and lost Cairo its ties with 
nearly all Arab countries. 

The Egyptian flag fluttered on 
Kuwaiti soil despite the absence of 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries, as Mubarak, leader of 
the most populous Arab country.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Reagan said yesterday that expan- 
sion of the Iran-Iraq war would be a 
major threat to U.S. strategic in- 
terests in the region and cafled on 
Iran to seek a peaceful sttlement. 

In a statement evidently reflecting 
American concern at continuing Ira- 
Mian pressure in the area of Basra, 
Traq’s second-Jargest city, Reagan 
condemned Iran's seizure of fraqi 
territory and called on fran to join 
Traq in seeking a rapid negotiated 
settlement of the conflict. : 

“We share the concem of our 
friends in the Gulf region that the 
war could spill over and threaten 
their security,” Reagan said in the 
statement, which was issued by the 
White House. 

He said the statement was also 
intended to assure Iraq that the U.S. 
was not taking Iran's side in the 
conflict and that its release was 
timed to coincide with thé opening of 
the Islamic Conference.

38 years on, Ikrit-Birim issue again comes toa head

Moshe Arens is examining ways 
for the Christian Arabs of Ikrit and 
Birim 10 re-establish their Galilee 
villages -- more than three decades 
after the IDF evicted them and level- 
jed their original homes. 

Arens’s review of the villagers” 
plight, one of his first tasks as the 
minister in charge of minority 
affairs, follows the study of the issue 
made just before rotation by a team 
of experts working under his prede- 
cessor, Ezer Weizman. 


In the past two weeks, Arens’s 
aides have met with Ikrit and Birim 
villagers, visited the sites and re- 
viewed security and legal reports on 
the villages, located three to five 
kilometres from the Lebanese bor- 
der. Arens himself is to meet with 
the village representatives today and 
tomorrow. . 

Since 1948, the villagers have been 
living in neighbouring Galilee com- 
munities, including Jish and Rama. 

“Arens is seriously weighing the 
subject of Ikrit and Birim.” says one 
Arens confident, Likud activist and 
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Acre resident Avi Steinmetz. Stein- 
metz has informally met with some 
of the villagers on the minister's 
behalf. ‘Arens wants to make a final 
decision,"’ he says. 

Nayef Khoury. an Israel Radio 
reporter from the town of [krit, says: 
“We hear from Arens and from his 
office that he is very interested in the 
issue and wishes to resolve it. We 
feel his approach is serious." 

But the flurry of interest may 
merely raise hopes and dash them 
anew for the former residents of the 
two villages. For over 38 years the 
villagers have employed every legal 
means — petitions, demonstrations, 
hunger strikes. court appeals, and 
political channels -- to no avail. 

Over the years, the High Court 
has upheld the ongoing IDF closure 
of the area as valid for security 
reasons -- the villages’ proximity to 
the Lebanese border. 

But periodically. Israeli govern- 
ments have wooed the villagers with

hints that once the “security prob- 
lem" vanished, they might get their 
tand back.

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Bonn ‘weakening’ in face of kidnappers’ demands 
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4 Americans also 
abducted in Beirut

BEIRL'T. - Four American teachers 
were kidnapped last night from West 
Beirut's University College by un- 
identified men disguised as police. 

the college's administration said. 

Driving a patrol van similar to that 
used by the Lebanese police. the 
abductors entered the college resi- 
dence: on the pretext of offering 
protection to Americans fiving 
there, security sources in Beirut's 
western sector said. 

No group took responsibility for 
the kidnappings last night. 

The four Americans were identi- 
fied as Jesse Turner, who teaches 
computer science and mathematics, 
Alan Steen (communications), 
Robert Polhill (accountancy), and 
Mithileshwar Singh, an American 
citizen of Indian origin who holds the 
post of dean. 

Six other Americans are being 
held here by kidnappers. 

In Bonn meanwhile, the West 
German daily Die Welt reported 
yesterday that the government there 
is opposed to the extradition to the 
U.S. of terrorist-suspect Moham- 
mad Ali Hamadi.

ill-treatment by General Security 
Services (Shin Bet) interrogators. 

Martin tald The Jerusalem Post 
last week that Amnesty issued its 
September 17 world-wide press re- 
lease on Ghanem only after the 
Justice Ministry had failed to reply to 


Amnesty’s original letter on the mat- 
ter, sent eight months earlier. 


Justice Ministry sources told The 
Post last night that they had not 
received Amnesty's original query 
on Ghanem.

TEHERAN. -- Three Lraqi planes were shot down

Aquino

DUMAGUETE. - President Cora- 
zon Aquino. shaken by a political 
crisis sparked by troops killing de- 
Monstrators outside her palace in 
Manila. yesterday wamed of new 
trouble ahead and called on Filipinas 
to rally to her.

UNICEF, founded by a Polish Jew 
named Reichman, just celebrated its 
40th anniversary, but few Israeli 
schoolchildren have ever heard of it. 

Perhaps this ignorance is a good 
sign: Since 1978, Israel has not been 
an official recipient of assistance and 
advice from the United Nations 
Children's Fund, but rather a donor. 
Ttis sad, though. that our youngsters 
have little awareness of Unicef, or of 
the plight of unfortunate children in 
underdeveloped countries, where 
40,000 die every day from infection 
and malnutrition, 

“Since many Israeli youngsters 
have the idea that “the whole world is 
against us," and that ‘we should wor- 
ry only about ourselves," an under- 
standing of the suffering of needy 
children abroad could open their 
eyes,” says Dr. Shimon Amir. 

Amir chairs the Israel National 
Committee for Unicef. This commit- 
tee, established in 1979 — 14 years 
after this country asked to discon- 
tinue its recipient status — aims to 
promote the universal, bumanita- 
rian message of Unicef. Amir, who is 
also director of the Israel Academy 
of Sciences in Jerusalem, says that 
not enough has yet been done. 

“The committee has even had 
trouble getting an Israeli chain store 
to market a local version of the 
Unicef greeting card for fund-raising 
puxposes,” reports Amir. 

The national committee does 
some fund-raising, especially 
through the sale of greeting cards 
(including a range of Rosh Hashana 
and Hanukka cards), disseminates 
information about children's needs 
and acts as an advocate for children. 


The UN's long-standing hostility 
toward Israel in many forums has 
not helped the jocal committee to 
promote Unicef, even though the 
children’s fund itself has been very 
accommodating. 

Composed of some 30 people, the 
national committee meets only two 
or three times a year. The executive 
committee, a smaller body, sits ab- 
out once a month. MK Aliza Sartani 
recently joined the committee, and 
Asnir hopes she will contribute much 
in the field of education and toward 


" increasing public awareness of Un- 


icef. Erela Bar-On is the hard- 
working director of the national 
committee office. 

The name Zena Harman is 
synonymous with Unicef here. Har- 
man was chairman of the Israel com- 
mittee from 1969 to 197), and from 
1977 to 1983. Dr. Amir, a long-time 
Foreign Ministry diplomat whose 
last post was Ambassador to Turkey, 
took over. from the fate Ya'acov 
Doron in 1984. 


REICHMAN, who managed to 
evade the Holocaust by his absence 
from Europe when Hitler took over, 
first suggested the establishment of 
Unicef in 1946. He also established 
the first department for public health 
at the League of Nations. 

Israel received considerable 
assistance from Unicef in the early 
years of both the country and the 
organization, particularly in the ear- 
ly Fifties, when the burden of mass 
immigration was enormous. Unicef. 
along with the Food and Agriculn- 
ral Organization of the UN, helped 
develop the country's daily herds 


and industry to provide clean, bot- 
tled mitk for children. 

In 1965, Israel's GNP was well 
above that of countries entitled to 
assistance, and it informed Unicef 
headquarters of its desire to stop 
receiving help. In 1978, Israel be- 
came one of 35 countries, mostly 
developed lands, to set up national 
committees to help less fortunate 
nations. 

Unicef still has a presence in the 

occupied territories, to the tune of 
several million dollars a year, and 
promotes the welfare of children 
there with a large donation from the 
‘West Gernan government. 
AS FOR Unicef's international acti- 
vities, the goals of vaccinations for 
all children against the most deadly 
childhood diseases and the provision 
Of salt-sugar solutions to combat 
diarrhea by the year 2000 are keep- 
ing the organization busy. 

A report released recently by Un- 
icef head James Grant claims that 14 
million children die every year from 
avoidable illnesses. This number in- 
cludes five million deaths from six 
preventable childhood diseases like 
measles. polio, tetanus and dipth- 
eria. 

Unicef wants to shame the various 
negligent governments into provid- 
ing immunization against these dis- 
eases for all their children. 

“Surely the time has come to put 
the mass deaths of children along 
with slavery, racism and apartheid 
on the shelf reserved for things that 
are simply no longer acceptable to 
mankind,” Grant said in Unicef’s 
“40th Anniversary Message to the 
World.”

TEL AVIV. - Trade and Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon will raise the 
possibility of a free-trade agreement 
when he visits Australia in late 
March. 

Sharon. speuking to delegates at an 
Israel-Australia, New Zealand 
Chamber of Commerce seminar in 
Tel Aviv fast week, said such an 
agreement could be of mutual be- 
nefit. Not only would it expand trade 
between the two countries. but Au- 
stralia could use Israel as a gate for 
trade with the U.S. and the Euro- 
pean Community. taking advantage 
of Israel's free-trade agreements 
with those areas. Israel itself could 
gain better access to the Asian mar- 
ket through Australia, using Austra- 
lia’s accords. 

However. Australian Ambassa- 
dor Dr. Robert Merrillees re- 
sponded lukewarmly to the idea. He 
said the steady, if unspectactular. 
growth of trade between the two 
countries was the result of individual 
entrepreneurs and agencies with a 
direct interest in promoting trade. 

Merrillees said “government-to- 
government agreements at the high- 
est level are [not] necessarily the best 
way to develop trade relations. ~

meet Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke when he visits Israel tomor- 
row, but Mertillees said the visit 
would give strong impetus to the 
conclusion of a memorandum of 
understanding on scientific research 
with the Ministry of Science. 

Trade figures released by the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade last 
week show that Israel's exports to 
Australia totalled $57m. in 1986, 
down 3 per cent from 1985. The main 
reason for the fall was the decline in 
value of the Australian dollar. Im- 
ports from Australia came to 
$51.8m. in 1986. Exports to New 
Zealand totalled $5.7m. in 1986, up 
17 per cent from the previous year, 
while imports from New Zealand 
came to only $500,000. 

Despite the growth in trade, espe- 
cially with Australia, both Australa- 
sian nations have taken steps recent- 
ly to downgrade their diplomatic ties 
with Israel. Merrillees announced 
that the trade commissioner at the 
Australian Embassy, who recently 
Teturned to Australia, would not be 
replaced and that his duties would be 
assumed by the marketing attache. 

Meanwhile. New Zealand, which 
has no embassy here (though Israel 
has one in Wellington} failed to send 
either its accredited ambassador 


from The Hague or its trade commis- 
sioner from Athens to last week’s 
seminar. Because New Zealand has 
stopped subsidizing its trade com- 
mission offices, and because trade 
with Israel is negligible, it is unlikely 
that a representation will be estab- 
lished here. 

Sharon said Israel wants to in- 
Crease its exports to Oceania and 
Asia from $700m. to $2b. within four 
to five years. Israel is prepared to 
grant Australia trade privileges if 


- Australia reciprocates, he said. 


When he visits Australia, Sharon 
said, he hopes to be able to attract 
investors, particularly those in- 
terested in exploiting Israel's free- 
trade agreements with the U.S. and 
the EC. 

Merrillees said that the distance 
between the two nations was mental 
rather than physical. Israelis tend to 
think West rather than East. When 
they did come to Australia, they 
recognized the potential of the mar- 
ket there, but succumbed to the 
“West syndrome” when they re- 
turned, 

He called for closer ties, not just in 
economic matters, but also in culture 
and tourism. One matter the Austra- 
oe are keen to promote is direct air 
inks.

Senior Du Pont executive says:

THE CABINET agreed to cut the 
budget by NIS 400 million, instead of 
NIS 500m.. but even that may not be 
achieved. Demands are pouring in 
from all quarters — the health author- 
ities (backed by medical and para- 
medical personnel), the educational 
authorities (backed by the school- 
teachers), Kupat Holim, administra- 
tive workers in government hospit- 
ais, the police, and Jewish settle- 
ments in the occupied territories.

“A public scandal,” he calls it — as 
though policemen’s families re- 
ceived no medical treatment under 
the health budget and their children 
got no schooling under the education 
budget. For its part, the government 
is doing its best to reduce those two 
categories of expenditure as well — 
only to find angry strike action in 
both sectors against the proposed 
cutbacks. 

Wherever the administration 
tums, it meets indignant refusals.. 


Everybody wants more money than 
the Treasury is prepared to give. 
That institution is seen as ἃ 
tmiser who keeps a great hoard of 
gold locked up in a cave and will not 
surrender an ounce ofit. . 

The absurdity is that there is-no 
wealthy miser and no concealed 
gold. The avaricious tyrant we are 
arguing with is ourselves, for the. 
public coffer belongs to the tax- 
payer. The money claimed by the 
outraged doctors and teachers and 
everybody else is the taxpayer's

To make things crazier still, the

REFORM JUDAISM AND THE CASE OF SHOSHANA MILLER 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Past 

Sir, — In its editorial of January 18, 

“The Miller case revisited.” The 
Jerusalem Post accuses the Reform 
Movement of “dissipating goodwill 
by contriving or falling into bogus 
disputes.” The charge is also made 
that the entire campaign to register 
Ms. Miller as a Jew was “orches- 
trated by the Reform Movement.” 
These accusations are unfounded 
and unfair. To set the record 
straight: 
- Shoshana Miller made aliya on her 
own, with no orchestration or in- 
volvement by ‘the Reform Move- 
ment. She began the process of reg- 
istration for citizenship on her own. 
It was only after she had experienced 
a series of frustrating rejections by 
the Ministry of Interior that she 
sought out the assistance of the Re- 
form Movement. In her meetings 
with Reform leaders, Ms. Miller 
conducted herself at all times with 
dignity, intelligence and devotion to 
the Zionist cause. She never gave us 
any reason to doubt the sincerity of 
her convictions. 

Ms. Miller informed leaders of the 
Reform Movement along with other 
Israelis of her intention to return to 
America to visit her elderly and sick 
father. She is a private person who 
does not seek public attention or 
notoriety. Were she to decide not to 
return to Israel, our Movement for 
Progressive Judaism would be no 
less disappointed than The Jeru- 
salem Post and many of her other 
friends. 

It is imperative. however, to dis- 
tinguish between Shoshana Miller, 
the individual. and the larger issue of 
conversion. 

The Law of Return guarantees 


every Jew, including the converts of 
all streams of Judaism, the right to 
= personal fulfilment ea the Jewish 

tate. The judgement of the Hi; 
Court in favour of Ms. Sailer, eee 
firmed that right. 

In the United States alone, it is 
estimated that there are more than 
12,000 conversions to Judaism every 
year, less than 1,000 of which are 
conducted by Orthodox rabbis. If 
the established Orthodox authorities 
and the minister of interior would be 
permitted to frustrate the imple- 
mentation of the law, these 
thousands of converts and their 
progeny would be categorized as 
second-class Jews and would be dis- 
couraged from considering aliya as a 
life-option. 

If Israel is to be the spiritual home 
for al] Jews, then all Jews must be 
made to feel at home in Israel. Until 
now, numerous non-Orthodox con- 
verts who have come on aliya have 
been unwilling to expose their oa 
sonal} lives to public scrutiny. To Ms. 
Miller's credit is the determination 
that these converts now have the full 
weight of Israeli law teeing 
that they are ized as full Jews 
by. the state and that- can live 
here in pri and m Tespect. 

The Miller case bas enhanced the 
democratic character of the Jewish 
State and advanced eecueane of 
shaping an open and pluralistic soci- 
oun all Jews wil} be proud 
to identify.
